A number of residents of the so-called dust bowl region 
of Oklahoma, Kansas, Colorado and Texas ha e petitioned 
the President t > declare martial law in order th a t Govern­ 
ment anti-erosion policies may be carried out, 
lr is argued 
that only compulsion will get the job done, due to th. fact 
th at failure of a few land owners to join the program nulli­ 
fies the efforts of thost who do join it. 
W hether that expedient is justified by the conditions it is 
impossible to say. 
There is reason to doubt ifs wisdom, for 
the reason that this m atter of dust storms is not one that » 
can be settled in a single operation, 
Even if the measures ;* 
prescribed vc,- t put in effect and even if they should prov< 
successful in stopping dust storms, there would be no a ssu r-jF 
anc- tm ’ th- v would be continued after the land was turned 
back to owners. 
Experience with wind in this western country is rather w 
discouraging so far as effecting a permanent cure is con* a‘ 
cerned, 
Certaii methods tend to diminish the effects of >* 
wind, but most farm ers who have struggled with sandy soil 
over a long period of years doubt the efficacy of any method 
under all conditions. 
Then is reason to doubt that any method of cultivation 
will stop wind erosion in the dust bowl section of the upper 
Plains. 
With adequate moisture it is possible, but chances 
seem to be against st >pning wind erosion on dry cultivated 
land. 
It may be necessary to evacuate farm ers from rn ich 


o f the dust bow . area ane hope that nature will provide s if* 
ficient moisture to grow* grass. 
I nquestionablv there a n 
many thousands of acres of land throughout all this wa <tern 
country that should have been left in pasture. 
The cost of conquering dust storms, even if found pos­ 
sible, would probably be greater than the evacuation oi cer­ 
tain sections and turning it back to the public domain to be 
used for grazii g purposes. 
< in a continent with as much 
fertile farm land a< we have in this country there is no 
need to carn* on a hopeless argument against nature.
